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ARTICLE REVIEW 


WHAT MAKES THE CHURCH 


GROW 


In a recent issue of Eternity 
Magazine an associate professor 
at Fuller Theological Seminary 
presents seven important reasons 
he feels contributes most to 
growing churches. C. Peter 
Wagner makes a good study as to 
what makes conservative, 
evangelical churches grow. The 
article first shows how different 
opinions are as to the cause of 
church growth. W. A. Criswell, 
for example credits expository 
preaching as the major factor in 
his church growing to 18,000 
members. The Pastor of the 
famous Drive-In Church credits 
his 6,500 members to “topical 
preaching” and “possibility 
thinking.” A minister in Florida 
says house-to-house visitation 
was his most effective means for 
church growth. But Stephen 
Alford tried in New York to no 
avail. Instead he found television 
to be his most effective means. 
There is no one way to make a 
church grow. Some suggest a bus 
ministry to be _ the best 
approach. And then some say 
when they sold their buses their 
church grew. 


Professor Wagner seems to be 
especially sensitive to that 
prevailing question that echoes 
throughout Christendom. ‘What 
can we do to make our church 
grow?’’ The _ indispensable 
condition therefore for a 
growing church is that it must 
want to grow. The majority of 
churches today are not growing 
because they don’t really want 
to. Some Christians would feel 
uncomfortable if their church 
started getting bigger. It makes 
some christian leaders feel 
insecure. Wagner admits 
however, beyond this first 
pre-requiste the situation is 


complex. He therefore suggest 
seven common denominators of 
church growth. 


First of all the Pastor heads the 
first of all factors. Nothing can 
be more important than a 
dynamic leader whom God is 
using to make a great thing 
happen. This does not mean the 
Pastor does all the work himself, 
but he does make the most 
significant contribution. 
Professor Wagner feels the most 
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important contribution the 
Pastor can make to a growing 
church is to set the style. The 
Pastor must be a “possibility 
thinker.” 


Wagner says “I have heard 
people snicker at this idea, but I 
have discovered no growing 
church in America led by an 
impossibility thinker.” 


The second common 
denominator Wagner has

ARMY GENERALS FORM PRAYER BAND IN 


PENTAGON 


It was reported in a recent issue 
of Christian life Magazine that 
prayer has entered the Pentagon. 
More than a dozen Admirals and 
Generals along with other 
leading Chiefs of staff meet at 
least twice a month in the 
Secretary’s of the Army’s private 
dining room at the Pentagon for 
coffee, doughnuts and ninety 
minutes of Bible Study. 


This prayer fever however is not 
only at the Pentagon. A former 
high Ranking Nixon official and 
five other Washington executives 
meet in a home for prayer and 
discussion. This new attitude 
toward prayer breakfasts, Bible 
study seminars and religious 
groups is starting to draw 
officials from the highest levels 
of Government. Its very possible 
this religious concern was 
generated by Mr. Hatfield. 


On December 20, 1973, Senator 
Hatfield from Oregon presented 
to the U.S. Senate a _ joint 
resolution to proclaim April 30, 
1974 as a National Day for 
Humiliation, fasting, and prayer. 
The joint resolution with its 
preamble was as follows: 


Whereas, it is the duty of 
nations, as well as men to owe 
their dependence upon the 


overruling power of God, to 
confess their sins and 
transgressions, in humble 
sorrow, yet with assured hope 
that genuine repentence will lead 
to mercy and pardon, and to 
recognize the sublime truth, 
announced in the Holy 
Scriptures and proven by all 
history, that those nations are 
blessed whose God is the Lord;

THE TRUE HOPE PASTOR WHO 


REFORMS 


Crime is something everybody 
talks about, but few do anything 
about. 


Not so Elder Arelious Walker, 
pastor of True Hope Church of 
God in Christ at 988 Gilman 
Ave. . 


Elder Walker has long been 
concerned about crime in his 
Bayview community. In 1972 he 
issued a leaflet entitled, ‘““What’s 
Happening in Our Black 
Neighborhoods.” 


The pamphlet, printed at the 
minister’s own expense, 
appealed to the community to 
close ranks against burglars, 
robbers, muggers, pimps, dope 
addicts, and pushers who have 
made it unsafe either to walk, or 
park a car on the streets. 


With contributions from his 
church and 18 businesses in the 
area, Elder Walker has printed 
and circulated thousands of 
pamphlets over the past two 
years. 


Now he has gone _ beyond 
pamphleteering into direct 
confrontation. He wants to 
reform the wrongdoers. 


Every service at True Hope 
Church of God in Christ is an 
invocation to people who have 
strayed from the straight and 
narrow to “surrender to Christ.” 


In addition, Elder Walker visits 
housing projects, and_ street 
corners-wherever hard core 
prostitutes, pimps, alcoholics 
and dope addicts will listen, to 
counsel and preach to them. He 
also broadcasts every Sunday 
over KEST at 9:30 a.m. 


He is also chaplain at San Bruno 


jail, and, until a_ recent 
administrative change, 
conducted regular worship 


services for the inmates as well 
as engaging in_ individual

counseling and leading a 
letter-writing project on behalf 
of the inmates carried out by his 
congregation. 


Elder Walker is convinced of the 
power of religion to save people 
from lives of crime and vice. 


But first, he says, the churches 
must reform. 


“Not only black churches but 
white churches have, and are, 
failing spiritually. Many white 
kids are turning to _ eastern 
religions. They have rejected 
Western Christianity. . . Many 
black churches are _ only 
concerned with fine church 
buildings, furniture and choir 
robes. 


“Too many ministers are 
concerned with money, fine 
clothes, cars and_ beautiful 
homes. Some of them feel they 
are too clean and wouldn’t think 


of going to places like Hunters | 


Point and the Alice Griffith 
Projects to circulate among the 
hard-core people.” 


Elder Walker would like to see 
the entire ministry of his 
community pledged to getting 
wrongdoers “to accept Christ as 


their personal savior not to join 
a church, accept a doctrine or be 
baptized, but to be spiritually, 
physically, and socially rescued 
and delivered.” 


He thinks ministers should train 
members of their congregations 
as lay ministers and send them 
into the community to work 
with the misguided. 


On Tuesday evenings at True 
Hope, ex-alcoholics like Betron 
Bruno, ex-heroin addicts like 
Travis Dell Herron and Brenda 
Harris describe their onetime 
enslavement to liquor or drugs. 
They freely confess their crimes 
and sins, and tell how they were 
delivered through prayer and 
counseling with Elder Walker. 


Bruno, who says that by 25 he 
““had done everything and 
anything degrading and 
disgusting a man could do.” is 
now vice president of the trustee 
board of True Hope Church. 


Elder Walker does not just stop 
with religious conversion of 
troubled people. 


He tries to get them jobs or 

education when needed. He 

reunites them with _ their

PERSONALITY

What is personality? Many may 
differ somewhat as to_ its 
meaning. It has been described 
as an organized system of 
behavior, attitudes, and values 
that cause an individual to 
behave in a particular manner as 
he functions in his environment. 
It has also been defined as a 
social stimulus value, as a 
combination of factors, as the 
way one perceives oneself, as an 
integration of identities, and 
simply behavior. 


One person, when referring to 
another, may say He _ has 
personality. The meaning is not 
always clear but it is considered 
a compliment. He has charm, 
good manners, verbal faculty, 
and attractiveness. 


Is personality important? Yes, 
To most people it is one of the 
most important qualities one can 
possess. It is that dynamic 
magnet that causes some 
individuals to draw to them, 
without effort, most people in 
whom they come in contact. 
Without it a person may have 
beauty, education and many 
other desired qualities in life, 
but somehow there is a vacancy, 
a void, and a vacuum in his life 
that no one seems to be 
interested in penetrating. 


Most psychologists believe that 
since the mother spends more 
time with the small child, she 
has the best opportunity to 
influence the child’s personality 


and subsequent behavior. 
Though most mothers agree 
upon what makes a “good” 
child, they tend to disagree on 
how to raise one. 


If parents are responsive, 
consistent and understanding 
then the child will probable 
develop a healthy and confident 
self-image that leads to a well 
adjusted personality. If the child 
iearns from his parents that he is 
an individual and an important 
part of the family; if he is 
exposed to a secure atmosphere; 
if he is given the right to make 
some choices, and allowed to say 
“no” as well as “yes”, he can 
usually develop the ability to 
deal with his problems and 
frustrations. Unfortunately 
many parents underestimate 
children’s intuition. They can 
sense when they are not wanted, 
not respected, and not 
considered. Children want to be 
one of the four tires that are 
used to keep the car in motion 
and not a spare to be used at 
some future time. 


When did you become what you 
are today? Chances are that you 
considered your “youness’’, the 
care element of your 
personality, as having existed 
more or less intact throughout 
your life. Most of us see 
ourselves as travelers on a long 
journey that takes us through 
many strange lands and yields 
many different experiences. Yet 
at the end of the journey, we see 
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our identities unchanged. We are 
still the same individual that we 
began the trip long ago. This 
view points out the continuity 
of personality and suggest that 
most of the structure of 
personality is laid down early. 
Therefore, our early experiences 
place rather stringent limits on 
what we can become. 


At six a child . scapes for long 
periods of time from parental 
observation and begins to create 
his own priyate world, 
independent of adults. These are 
the peer years, the time of 
development, when he seeks out 
his own kind. He begirs building 
the social structures and start 
learning the social roles that are 
his map through the long 
journey into adulthood. 


Although at six the child cannot 
solve all of his problems, he 
should be allowed to give his 
opinion as to what he thinks 
would be a logical solution. 
Seeing oneself incapable of 
discussing his problems is 
conductive to frustration and 
disorganization. 


The need for security develops 
with and is closely related to the 
need for adequacy. The need to 
love and be loved, whether a 
child or an aduit, is crucial foy a 
healthy personality. 


Psychologist who studies 1000 


paintaking, gathered 
observations of children 
concluded that psychological 


growth is not suddenly turned 
off. It is their opinion that 
personality is the outcome of 
the interaction between what a 
person inherits, his environment 
and the influence of the cultural 
patterns that have been handed 
down to him through the years. 


Personality is unique because in 
no two persons is it exactly the 
same. They may be the same 
age, height, weight, and have the 
same ambitions, desires, and 
friends. But there is a difference. 
Each person tends to determine 
his own personality by what he 
thinks of himself. Personality 
penetrates the whole organism. 
It is the total manifestation of 
the man “the whole pie’’ filling 
and crust.

While most 


professional persons are well 
thought of. Doctors seem to 
stand near the top of the list. It 
may be because he happens to 
be the middie man between the 
person and his undertaker. 


To have personality one must 
get along with others. Let’s 
think about it. Does this mean 
he must support a candidate 
because he is the majority’s 
choice? Does this mean he is 
always passive and never active? 
Does this mean to be meek he 
must be weak? Does this mean 
no matter what happeus he is to 
keep his cool? Does this mean he 
can not have and express his 
opinion? Paul said, “reckon ye 
also yourselves to be dead’’. Paul 
also said, “But when Peter was 
come to Antioch | withstood 
him to his face cause he was to 
blame”. Gal. 2:11. Can you 
imagine little Paul, very small in 
structure, letting Peter who was 
at least six feet tall know that he 
did not agree with him? No man 
who is spineless can expect to be 
admired for his personality. 

Today there are many salons 
that advertise ‘Personality 
Improvement” courses. They 
assure you that they can make 
you over by changing your hair 
style, your posture, as well as 
letting you know when and how 
to smile, speak, and use the right 
gestures. These deal more with 
the effects of personality as a 
stimulus on others but does not 
consider the behavior of the 
individual. This is like trying to 
bear fruit of the Spirit without 
the new birth. Do not 
misunderstand me one can 
improve his personality but 
instead of letting it be an 


outward demonstration, let it be 
an inner spark that burns within 
slowly but steadily until the 
radiant glow that can be seen by 
all.

discovered is a total involved 
laity. This does not necessarily 
mean mobilize 100% of the 
members for active evangelists 
work.
